Tbe lease law is defeoiive and eogbt to bo 

amended. Those who framed it ceitaioly 
had no idea of dealing with Ihematlor. I 
will quota tho lease law of 1805, us there aro 1 
further oondliious issued by tbe Commieeioner i 
of tba Laode and Works Depaitmeot, and 
are made snbjeot to the Land Ordinanse of 
1865 :— 

" Lesaes of any extant of unoocupiod and 
ansnrvayed land may bs (;rA0ted for peetoral 

purpt8?8, by tho (jovotnor or ofSoer duly au- 
thoriaed by him in that bsLalf, to any periou 
or persons wbnrasuever, bcitig bona fidopra^. 
emptors or purcbascra of land, at anch rout at 
such Governor or cilicer shall deem expndieut. 
Bat bvery snob lease of pastoral lands shall, 
among other things, oootain a condition 
making BOoh land liable to pre-smpiioa, re- 
serve and purohoRO, by any persona whomsc- 
ever, at any time during tho term thereof, 
wit'iout compensaiion, oave by a proportional 
dudactiOD ol rent. And lo a further oondi- 
tion that iho lessee nhall,.tviihiB six raouifas, 
slock the property with soob oa i ticr of cni- 
msla to tbe one handrsd aoras aa shall be 
npscified by the Stipendiary Ma{j;iatraie in 
thot bohalf." The lullowinj? aro the addi- 
tional torirH ; " For a putiod ot six years at 
a rent ol (our cents por noro pot annum, pay- 
able half-yearly in udvanoe to the jVak'sirale 
of the (ilsiric', and a condition thet net less 
than lire, and not more than ten bead of 
Block to tbe hnadrod eerea be pastared on 
tbo leased premises. The lease will bs sub- 
ject to .-ill the provisions ot the Lund Ordin- 
ance, lotij, and to a further special condi- 
tiuti, reaoivic); to tlio (.ioToruuioiit the right 
lo ttrniiLala the lease of tho wholu or uoy 
potiion ol the hnned prem s fl, absoloitly 
wiihuui cooipsnsiitioo, after SIX mootbs' no 
tic, should suoh land be ineladed within or 
eulected na part of the level of laud to ba 
ijrnnled by t'le colony in aid ol the coDSlruc- 
tion ol the proposed railroad from Uaumia to 
tho Bca-buutd of Brilith Ooluinbiu. Tho 
bouodariea ot tbe land to be so lebs.>d muiii 
be exactly Burreyed aod marked en ibo 
ground by a sorToyor appointed by the Lands 
and Works Department, before tbe lasBe oan 
be executed. The aotaal cott of the survey 
'a to bo borne by ihe lofsee, und the sum of 
S.'iO must be paid i,i each ease in advance on 
Ibts acoouot to tbo jT/agist alo cf the l)n- 
Irlct before the survey con be onderlnkeD. 
Should you tbink proper to accept tho (ore- 
goiog terms of lease, steps will be t.kon to 
havo the oeoBssary eorveys executed as loou 
(IS the advanoe on acooantot the coat thereof 
bus been reocivod." 

The lore^'oliig tcrma give vary little ocour- 
ily and eucouratjement to any oae ti invest 
money io broud-itock. Ooe or two cents 
per acre per annum is qaite sufEcieni to pay 
for pastoral land which oannoi bo used tor 
any other purpjiio than pts unoi! ttock. 

Tho leaeen should uol bo made subject 
either lo ttie l&iid ordinaDCt; ol U6o or 1870. 
aud the Govoriitneut fiboulJ bsvo no right to 
termiuhta — by a six mouth*' notiue — tho 
leases without oompenialiog for iosprove- 
mcnts, Sooh terms as are proponbdod by 
the Government virtually encourags tbo iin- 
purlalios of loroignetuck ; lot at'er tbe Ibssco 
has paid lor the survey ol bis leace, and has 
made all ncc ws.iry improvomenta for the pro- 
per care ol bis alouk in winter— according to 
tbo Land Ordinance uf 1865— acy ona can 
preempt 160 acrcp, and parcliasa 480 sores of 
land oa tba leased pramis3s, and tbe Qovsrc- 
mtot oan sell tba iagd god terminate lha 
lease w><tioat oampenaatUn, sivinir aiz 
mocihs' Dotico.
